GOOD NEWSPAPERS 


Community newspapers should never reach perfection and 
lose their home town atmosphere, says Stanley Larson, editor 
of the Claremont Courier. 





In a sense, our colleague, Larson, has little room to talk. 
His weekly, loaded with news each week—real news, not pipe- 
dream beefs with local organizations—and looking for all the 
world like a well-reproduced metropolitan paper, is regarded 
as one of the best in three counties. 


However, Larson is quite correct. When a community news- 
paper loses its atmosphere of being a spokesman for the com- 
munity and takes on metropolitan airs, it ceases to be a com- 
munity newspaper 


Instead of responding to the pressure of competition by 
producing a better product, the Frankenstein print and paper 
opens up with carping attacks on its competitors. It seeks to 
better itself by using underground tactics with advertisers, car- 
rier boys, and—worst of all—its readers, 


It is still the aim of the Daily News-Herald and its staff 
to produce the best possible newspaper with the facilities at 
hand. That means local editorials and local news first with the 
national and international situations covered by experts with 
long experience. 


So it is only fitting that in the midst of Newspaper Week 
that we reaffirm our pledge to be a ‘‘people’s newspaper.’’

DECISION TODAY ON FRENCH CHIEF 


PARIS (UP)—Premier Henri Queuille, whose government has 
lasted longer than any French regime since the war, resigned yester- 
day over a wage price fight in his cabinet, which arose from British 
devaluation of the pound. President Vincent Aurioi refused to accept 
the resignation at once and said he will give his decision today. 


CROMMELIN ADMITS TIP-OFF

He is the only Soviet UN 
delegato who was in Russia when President Truman announced the 
Soviet atomic explosion.

BELGRADE, Yugoslavia (UP)—Marshal Tito’s Yugoslavia to- 
night announced recognition of the “democratic government” of China. 
(The Yugoslav recognition of Communist China came just one day 
after the Soviet satellite states of eastern Europe followed Russia’s 
lead in recognizing the new Red regime in the Far East).

Blame for the tragic death 
of 16 victims of a bus-train 
collision at the Archibald ave- 
nue crossing of the Union 
| Pacific Sunday, today was fix- 
ed upon the dead driver of the 
military bus. 

The driver of the bus was 
left unnamed. 

A coroner’s jury yesterday aft- 
ernoon reached this decision after 
;hearing four hours’ of testimony 
from the train crew and official 
investigators of the tragic mishap 
which claimed the lives of six 
West End women and ten U. S. 
airmen from March Air Force 
Base. 


After half an hour’s delibera- 
| tion, the “blue ribbon” jury, made 
up of 10 prominent Ontarians, de- 
cided the deaths “were accidental 
due to the negligence of the mili- 
tary driver.” 


RESPONSIBILITY 
| NOT CLEAR 

By the wording of their deci- 
sion, the jurors showed it was not 
clear in their minds whether Cpl. 
|Doyle W. Hall or Cpl. Gordon G. 
Crimin was driving the busload 
of airmen and women home from 
|a beach outing when the bus was 
|disintegrated by a crack Union 
| Pacific passenger train. 

Corporal Hall was established
